Hello  Kerry, 

Thanks  for  sending.  I would  think  the  desnudas  are  only  a matter  of  time.  How  does  this  relate  to  your  thinking 
on  the  H&H  closure  concept? 

It  seems  like  NYC  has  all  the  same  problems  we  have  in  Hollywood  and  then  some,  and  the  creation  of  the 
plaza  definitely  provided  more  space  for  and  amplified  those  problems.  It  has  also  created  a great  people- 
watching space  and  DeBlasio  has  been  roundly  criticized  for  his  pandering  suggestion  to  tear  up  the  plazas. 

With  the  limited  sidewalk  space  in  front  of  the  Dolby  and  the  Chinese,  visitors  are  forced  to  walk  through  a 
gauntlet  of  hawkers,  but  if  there  was  a wider  space,  it  would  permit  a meandering  path  and  a visitor  could 
actually  stop  to  take  a rest  and  to  take  it  all  in. 

The  voluntary  self-registration  scheme  for  characters  is  worth  looking  into. 
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Perhaps  like  NYC,  if  we  were  to  do  a plaza,  some  of  the  problems  would  get  worse,  certain  things  would  get 
uglier,  but  it  would  also  allow  for  an  experience  of  respite,  gathering  and  reflection  that  is  utterly  impossible 
today. 

On  the  other  hand,  Times  Square  has  no  homeless  and  the  pedestrian  volumes  are  much  higher  than  H&H,  so 
it’s  hard  to  say.
